SUBURBAN TEENS 
HELPED FRIEND 
KILL HIS PARENTS, 
OFFICIALS SAY

After their friend was charged with his par- 
ents’ murders, three southwest suburban 
teens managed to hide their own involvement 
in the grisly slayings for a month despite de- 
tectives’ suspicions and their own loose lips, 
law enforcement officials said. 

In initial interviews with police, the trio 
portrayed themselves as well-meaning friends 
who tried to stop John Granat Jr. from killing 
his parents Sept, ii, sources said. The teens 
believed themselves to be cooperating wit- 
nesses, as they willingly refuted Granat’s alibi 
before a grand jury 

In conversations with friends, however, it 
was a much different story law enforcement 
sources said. Several students at Amos Alonzo 
Stagg High School in Palos Hills knew crucial 
details about the murders, officials said. None 
of them went to police. 

The investigation remains open and others 
still could face charges as accessories to the 
murders, sheriff’s spokesman Steve Patterson 
said. 

Granat’s lawyer would not say whether the 
teen had implicated his friends in the murders 
of his parents, John and Maria. But authorities 
have said Granat, 17, told investigators that he 
had opened the house to allow others to rob it 
and returned home to find his parents dead. 

The teens’ involvement remained a well-pro- 
tected secret until one of them cracked under 
routine questioning Sunday authorities said. 
The other two quickly followed, as prosecutors 
said they admitted to participating in Granat 
Jr.’s plot to kill his wealthy parents in their Palos 
Township home and split a wad of cash.

Christopher Wyma, 17, Mohammed Sala- 
hat, 17, and Ehab Qasem, 19, were charged 
Tuesday with killing the Granats, who were 
beaten with baseball bats as they slept in their 
beds. Maria Granat, 42, also was stabbed at 
least 20 times after showing signs of life fol- 
lowing the pummeling, prosecutors said. 

In detailed, videotaped confessions, the 


trio told authorities they had been scheming 
to kill the Granats for several months. Cook 
County Sheriff Tom Dart said. 

Salahat drove Wyma and Qasem to the 
house and waited in the car as they went 
inside with Granat, carrying baseball bats, 
prosecutors said. Wyma and Qasem went to 
the darkened bedroom where the Granats lay

home and found $35,000 in cash, prosecu- 
tors said. They drove to Christopher Wyma’s 
house and divided the money, then told John 
Granat Jr. he had to go home and clean up 
the murder scene, prosecutors said.

When John Granat, 44, awoke during the 
attack and tried to fight back, Qasem and 
Wyma both pummeled him, according to 
court records. 

While his friends bludgeoned his parents, 
Granat Jr. went downstairs to search for cash 
he knew his parents kept hidden in the house. 
Dart said. Qasem soon joined Granat Jr. to tell 
him that his mother was still “making noises” 
in her room, prosecutors said. The 17-year-old 
responded by giving Qasem a knife and telling 
him to go back upstairs and “finish them off,” 
prosecutors said.

PR WIZ HAS BEEN SHEPHERDING LGBT 
CELEBS OUT OF THE CLOSET FOR YEARS

If it seemed Chaz Bono made a seamless en- 
try into public life as a transgender man, then 
a less famous name can take some of the cred- 
it: Howard B ragman. 

The 55-ycar-old L.A. resident has become 
something of a coming-out expert for celebri- 
ties. 1 le opened his first PR firm in the late 
^Sos and was hired by a gay man whod been 
kicked out of the Naval Academy for reveal- 
ing his sexual orientation. Soon after, Brag- 
man got his first celebrity client, Dick Sargent 
—Darren Stephens on “Bewitched'^— who 
had decided he wanted to publicly come out 
of the closet* 

In the decades since, Bragman has shep- 
herded many others— about a dozen, by his 
count— including “bamily 'I'ies” actress Mere- 
dith Baxter, country singer Che ly Wright (last 
year's Pride Parade grand marshal), former 
NBA player John Amaechi and CNN journal- 
ist Don Lemon. 

I lis most high-profile client of late is Bono, 
the son of Cher and Sonny Bono, who recent- 
ly made headlines after going public as being 
transgender, releasing a book, appearing in 
a documentary called ^'Becoming Chaz” on 
OWN and joining the cast of “Dancing With 
the Stars*” 

ABC's announcement of Bono's casting 
came with no small amount of controversy 
Some fans threatened to boycott the showj 
others posted vitriolic comments online 
and conservative groups such as the Culture 
and Media Institute criticized the move, 
causing Cher to publicly defend her son on 
1 wit ter. 

Throughout the years, Bragman said, he 
has sometimes taken flak for things that his 
PR clients did or said— such as when WNBA 
star Sheryl SwTJopes told the media she be- 
lieved being gay was a choice* 

“Once I enter into a relationship— whether 


I get paid or not— with somebody coming out 
or into a transition ... once I do that, then, 
frankly I’m theirs. I’m going to give them the 
best advice I can,” Bragman said. “I don’t have 
the right to say to her, No, you can’t say that.’ ” 

Swoopes, who came out as gay in 2005, re- 
cently announced her engagement to a man. 
Bragman remembered the criticism he got for 
his then-client’s comments. 

“It turns out I made the right decision. And 
she made the right decision for her, because 
it was more fluid with her than it was with 
somebody else,” he said. “My instincts served 
me well.” 

In the midst of Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual and 
Transgender History Month, and in the wake 
of National Coming Out Day on Tuesday, Re- 
dEye talks to Bragman— a former Chicago 
resident— about his famous cHents, his legacy 
and his outlook for the future of LGBT ce- 
lebs. 

What was it like working with Chaz Bono as 
he pubiiciy came out as transgender? 

Chaz was out, technically, which was kind 
of a big irony to this issue. ... I told Chaz 
a couple of years ago, “I want you to be in 
‘Dancing With the Stars’ after we launch the 
book and the [documentary],” and he looked 
at me and was like, “Tbu’re crazy. Tfeah, 
they’re gonna put me on ‘Dancing With The 
Stars.’ ”... I think the moment that Chaz 
stepped out onto the dance floor a few weeks 
ago on [“Dancing”} was the most important 
moment in the history of the transgender 
commixnity I can’t imagine a bigger moment, 
because it got so much buzz, not just the 
20 million people who watched, but the 
amount of buzz that got, and still is continu- 
ing to get, by the way 

How would you approach the process of 
helping someone famous come out? 

Everybody has a different reason [for coming 





The Defense of Marriage Act was 
signed in 1996 by then- President Bill 
Clinton The law defines marriage as 
only between a man and a woman 
and denies same-sex unions status 
for the purposes of federal ben- 
efits in areas including taxation and 
immigration. 

In Feburary the Department of 
Justice announced that it would not 
defend DOMA in court because it 
was unconstitutional, but Rep.

Another Clinton-era law. "Dont Ask. 
Don’t Tell,” was the official policy 
of the U.S. military until this year 
The 1993 law prohibited openly 
gay men and women from serving 
in the Armed Forces. In December* 
Congress repealed the law, which of- 
ficially expired Sept. 20. 

During a recent Republican presi- 
dential debate* controversy flared 
when candidates failed to rebuke 
audience members who booed a gay 
soldier 



After writer and activist Dan Savage 
began in September 2010 the 
"It Gets Better” campaign- 
in which LGBT people and 
allies made videos of en- 
couragement for bullied 
youth-people and orga- 
nizations including the 
Chicago Cubs. Ke$ha and 
President Obama posted "It 
Gets Better” statements on 
YouTube. 

Presidential candidate Rep. Michele 
Bachmann (R-Minn.) entered the 
debate after the New York Times re- 
ported a rash of bul lying-related sui- 
cides in her district Bachmann said 
the matter wasn’t a "federal issue,” 
according to CBS, and since has said 
"bullying is wrong.” 

A recent report commissioned by 
CNN program "Anderson Cooper 360’ 
found that it's not just social outcasts 
who are bullied at school. 

This week, California Gov. Jerry 
Brown signed "Seth’s Law ” which 
requires anti -bul lying measures at 
schools in that state.

'The stations on the chopping block are 
Wood, on the near West Sidej Belmont, 
near North Center- and Prairie, which is 
less than a mile away from police headquar- 
ters on the South Side. 

The Police and Fire departments also are 
consolidating special units, including bomb 


and arson squads, the marine unit and the 
anti-terrorism unit. 

Emanuel also would boost the city share 
of the hotel tax by a percentage point, to 
4.5 percent. And there would be an extra 
fee for parking in downtown garages during 
rush hour that is part of a ^'congestion pric- 
ing plan,” the sources said. 

The budget also would rely on declaring 
a relatively modest surplus in the city’s spe- 
cial taxing districts, the sources said. Some- 
time next year, the city also would move to 
pick up garbage based on a grid system, a 
step that could save tens of millions of dol- 
lars a year, the sources said. 

And at a time when other cities are clos- 
ing libraries, the hours in Chicago might 
be cut, but they all would remain open, the 
sources said.

The details leaked out Tuesday after the 
start of briefings given by top city budget 
officials to aldermen. Emanuel is set to 
deliver his first budget address to the city 
Wednesday Emanuel stopped by an early 
briefing, sources said. 

Absent from the briefings was any discus- 
sion of cuts at the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment. Although the mayor has pledged to 
maintain the number of cops on the street, 
he has not ruled out merging of district po- 
lice buildings or cutting layers of manage- 
ment.

COOL RELATIONS 

There are no formal diplomatic ties be- 
tween the Islamic republic of Iran and 
Washington, which accuses Tehran of back- 
ing terrorism and pursuing nuclear arms, 
a charge Iran has denied. Iran and Saudi 
Arabia likewise have long been at odds. The 
Saudis, who see themselves as the center of 
the Sunni sect of Islam, have been alarmed 
by what they see as expansionist tenden- 
cies by majority Shi’ite Iran, whose people 
are primarily Persian rather than Arab.

Chicago Bears in 
Bourbonnais, III, the 
20U Bears followed 


and were 

successful at a young 
age, defeating Atlanta 30-12 in Week 1. 
Expectations for the season were raised to 
unmanageable levels. 

But they soon learned pedigree doesn’t 
guarantee success, as they fell to New Or- 
leans and Green Bay in consecutive weeJes 
and hit rock bottom. But they had a bit of a 
comeback after turning to desperate mea- 
sures by givii^ Matt Forte the ball on pretty 
much every play, which found them quick 
relief in a 34-29 win over lowly Carolina. 

However, their fate was sealed on the turf 
of Ford Field. 'I'he game began with the Bears 
undisciplined and overmatched by younger 
Detroit, though they managed to put to- 
gether a 10-7 halftime lead. 

Unfortunately, this was the beginning of 
the end for the Bears. In the second halL 
they were dominated by the Lions' pass rush 
and failed to put a hand onjahvid Best on his 
88-yard touchdown run. Tlie Bears' season 
was put on life support but never regained 
consciousness. 

The cause of death was unclear, but doc- 
tors haven't ruled out foul play following 
the discovery of huge holes at offensive Line 
and wide receiver. Full autopsy results aren't 
expected for 12 weeks. 

“I can’t believe they're dead. There's no 
way the Lions can keep this up. We still have 
a chance, right?” asked every Bears fan, in 
a state of denial despite knowing the truth 
deep down. ‘^They were so young.” 

The 2011 Chicago Bears are survived by 
Forte, who probably won't be a part of the 
organization much longer. 

Funeral arrangements are being made at 
Soldier Held, seeing as burying a football 
team in the turf probably would only im- 
prove the field conditions.

Three years ago, singer-songwriter 
Rachael Yamagata (long ago the 
frontwoman for Chicago outfit Bum- 
pus) released “Elephants ... Teeth 
Sinking Into Heart,” an album that split into separate discs 
of softness and anger and wound up feeling overlong and 
disjointed as a result. So it’s awfully nice that the compara- 
tively concise, lo-track “Chesapeake” kicks off with the 
pretty yet compelling pop-rocker “Even If I Don’t” and 
maintains a healthy variety and momentum throughout. 

Sure, there are the clunky lyrics (“Something about you is 
like drinking a cold glass of water” from “Starlight”) and the 
forgettable coffeehouse fare (“Saturday Morning,” which 
invites Colbie CaiUat comparisons, never a good thing), ^t 
the album is mostly a lovely sometimes chilling showcase 
for ^V^magata’s smoky pipes and her heartbroken balladry as 
she lands somewhere between Ray LaMontagne and Norah 
Jones on the sweet “Stick Around” and laments, “My friends 
become my foes and my foes become my friends” on the 
swaggering, Eiona Apple-esque “The Way It Seems To Go.”

Do these pantyline promises hold up?

Unless you’re a fan— or tolerator— of thongs, finding underwear that leaves no 
visible panty lines (VPL) can prove maddeningly difficult. They tend to ride 
up, bunch up or dig in to create bulges where you least need them. Never fear, 
comrades in yoga pants and jersey dresses. We searched for the best everyday 
panties for a smooth silhouette and tested a drawerfiil, and here’s what we 
found (different body shapes will fit every panty differently). 



Soma Intimates $15-$16 atsoma.com 

A wide band of silicone adhesive runs along the inside edges of the seamless seat, leav- 
ing zero panty lines while preventing the panties from riding up all day. With no elastic, the 
smooth spandex/nylon panty sits flat against curves rather than digging in. Fun and flattering 
cuts, colors and patterns and a cotton gusset round out our reasons for naming Soma our 
fave. The silicone adhesive does take some time getting used to, though, and we wonder how 
it might feel on a hot summer day or during a sweaty workout. 


Victoria’s Secret Bare Uitimate 

$1150 at victoriassecret.com 

These supremely comfortable, seamless panties have 
a swimsuitlike texture (nylon/spandex) that is taut, 
smooth and sporty. They promise “no slide” thanks to 
a feltlike band (not sticky) along the inside edges of 
the waist and leg openings-but the hip-huggers we 
tried did ride up somewhat after a bit of walking. There 
were no panty lines, but there was a little bulging. 





Baii (No Lines, No Siip) 

$7.49 at onehanespiace.com 
The super-light nylon/spandex material is 
silky-smooth under clothing, while the leg 
openings are held firmly in place by an elastic 
band plus a rubbery adhesive that runs along 
the inside edge of the seat. These panties did 
not budge throughout a day of activity, and 
though there’s elastic, it hits the leg at just the 
right place to hide lines. A drawback is the 
granny-panty, full-coverage style, which peeks 
over the top of many low- or mid-rise pants 
and isn’t attractive clothes-off. 


Commando $26 at heriook.com 
Worn by runway models at New York Fashion 
Week-designer Prabal Gurung called Com- 
mando’s seamless thong a “show must-have”- 
these totally seamless “invisible” underwear 
have precision-cut edges that leave no lines or 
bulges. The firm yet stretchy, matte material 
(nylon/spandex) has a nice weight and comes 
in a variety of fun colors and designs, in addi- 
tion to three shades of nude. Our reviews of 
the “girl short” were mixed on ride-up: Some 
testers said they stayed put, while others 
reported they slid up and wrinkled in the back 
while walking. 




Jockey No Panty Line 
Promise Luxe $ 9.50 at jockey.com 
Clingy clothes slide effortlessly over these 
ultra-thin, slippery-smooth nylon/spandex 
undies. The rear is held down by elastics that 
give no panty lines, prevent ride-up and, for 
the most part, don’t dig in. Though more mod- 
ern than the Bali panties we tried, these bikinis 
still have a full-coverage bottom that isn’t the 
most flattering cut. 


Bareiy There 

$7.49 at onehanespiace.com 
No panty lines or ride-up on these sporty skiv- 
vies, but the uber-tight fit of the thick microfi- 
ber creates butt bulges and muffin tops that 
defeat the goal of a smooth silhouette. These 
might work if you have minimal body fat, but 
even then, the texture of the material, which is 
also used in the gusset, can feel a bit constrict- 
ing, leaving no question that they are there. 




My Skins $12 at myskins.com 
With 20 flesh tones to choose from (they send 
you a color card so you can find your best 
match), these panties aim to be an extension 
of your own skin and disappear under whites. 
With not a seam in sight, the somewhat shiny 
nylon/spandex material lies flat for a smooth, 
lump-free look-but as soon as you start walk- 
ing, the underwear starts shifting, as there’s 
nothing holding those edges down. I spent 
most of the day finding a wall to back into so I 
could adjust. 


Hanky Panky 

$29 at hankypanky.com 

The only cotton panties of the bunch (made of 
organic supima cotton, with a touch of span- 
dex) also had quite a few seams, so we were 
surprised when Hanky Panky suggested this 
hipster as its VPL-free offering. But the flatter- 
ing V-shaped, lace waistband gave no muffin 
top, and the elastic leg openings prevented 
ride-up and did a surprisingly good job of hid- 
ing panty lines. Still, clothes didn’t fall smoothly 
over the cotton, which wrinkled up.
